George William*, aged 22 year*, re- 
rldltie with hi* father mid famllv un 
the farm of W. P Grime* in the 
I'rearneravlll • section, was grot lid t( 
death by a train near the water tank 
at Howland Staurday night, 't is no' 
known which train killed him, a* no 
one saw him In that neighborhood be- 
fore the horrible accident 14 which 
be lost III* life, and the maug’ed body 
«an not discovered until after day- 
I (..it Sunday morning 

William* had come to Stanford lati 
Saturday al let noon witb ll.c inteimon 
of taking the excursion here S ;ml;.y 
morning for Louisville. lie ivm to 
have joined some trlend* hero ami 
when he did not show u|i at the t.iui 
c 'clock trtln Sunday morning, they 
supposed that he had changed his 
mind about going, and were liorrllo J 
h ter to learn o( bis death 

About 11 o'clock Saturday ulght, 
young Williams was in the restuuru'it 
of John b Horton on Main street ,>nd 
Mr. Horton seeing that he app»r 
ently III, tiled to induce him to retire 
for the night, telling Williams thut he 
would have hint called In time f ir h.s 
train. This Williams declined to do, 
and Horton saw no more of him until 
after his Ixidy was loutid 

Coroner George P. Ilrlght went to 
the scene and summoned the fallow- 
ing Jury Win. Land, Wm Buchtnan, J. 
C. Kubanka, W. H. Wearen. K. T. 
Pence, and J F Naylor. AHer view- 
ing the remains, the following verdict 
was rendered: 

•'We, the Jury, find that George 
William* > ame to his death by hemic 
•truck oy a train at or near the wa- 
ter tank at Rowland. kj\. during the 
night of June I5tb. 1910.'' 

It was suspet ted at first that Wil- 
liams had been murdered and robbed 
and hi* body placed on the track to 
conceal the crime, but this theorv did 
not hold good long as 96.35 was found 
on his person and bis brother stated 
to the coroner that he hid onlv about 
910 when he left home Saturday aft 
eruoon. Williams spent a few dollars 
after be reached town and the remain- 
der was lound In his pocketbook. 

The remain* of the young man were 
laid to rest In the Lancaster t-enie 
lery Monday afternoon, a large con- 
course at the grave testltvlug to the 
his popularity.

Fast train, No. £2. on the L. & N. 
railroad, from Norton, Va„ to Louis- 
ville carrying members of the Press 
Association returning from tho con- 
vention at Middlesboro Friday after* 
noon, at 4:50 o'clock, hit an obstruc- 
tion of cross-ties which had been ,'lnc 
ed hy trainwrecker* on the track In a 
deep gorge between East Bsrnstadt 
and Hacel Patch. , 

Engineer Michael Grady saw the ob- 
struction In time to slow down some- 
what, although the heavy locomotive 
plowed through the timbers while go- 
ing at a rate of 20 miles an hour. The 
pilot of the engine was bi dly damag- 
ed. The train was in charge of Gon- 
ductor Joe Robinson. 

It was found that some murderous- 
ly inclined hend had taken two cross 
ties and fastened one to eech rail, 
lengthwise and fastened them secure- 
ly with heavy wires, one of the ties 
being further up the track by a few 
feet than the other. When the cow 
ciitcher hit the first tie, it tore tt 
loose from the rail anl shot 't out in 
the valley below like a catapault for 
a hundred yards or more. The second 
tie was more securely fastened, how- 
ever, and got under the cow catcner 
and bad the engineer not put on the 
emergency brakes as quickly as be 
(I'd. the whole train would nave been 
thrown down an embankment 50 or 60 
feet. The United States marshal was 
notified and a posse of men went out 
to the neighborhood to see if tho 
wretches could be located.
